Allies/ Hoards of Gold 


The State Bank of Russia holds more 
than ,000,000 in gold, and until re- 
cently this was suid to be the largest gold 
heldibg of any of the. belligerents. But 
the Bank of France has lately surpassed 
thig‘record. On May 20th, 1915, the 

d reserve in the Bank of France, was 
+$230,000.000, but now the holdings are a 
littlein excess of $100,000,000, though 
France recently paid $100,000,000in gold, 
to Britain, It is estimated by Frenth 
authorities, thay) the people of an 
have yet about $300,000,000 of gold in 
their possession, and that in due course, 
most of this will be brought forward for 
national use. On November 27th, 1915, 
the gold holdings of the Imperial Bank 
of Germany, including the Spandau war 
treasure, were just $600,000,000, and 
Germany has mobilized by police search, 
practically all the gold in the empire. 
Thus, the gold resources of both France 
and Russia are now considerably Jarger 
than that of their chief antagonist, and 
Britain is the chief financial power of 
‘them all. The success of thenew French 
loan provides for the converting of all 
the temporary issues of Treasury bills, 
and the repaying of loans from the Bank 
of France, and leavega large margin of 
new money for war purposes, In his 
speech to the Reichstag, Dr. Helfferich 
pompously declared that only Britain 
among the Allies had adopted the .Ger-

‘The scout 
aeroplanes, being from 15 to 20 percent.

“Once in the air the machines will 
spread out and form a line: which will 
iffeasure from a mile and a quarter to a 
mile and a half between the end planes. 
In this formation they will fly to the 
attack. On reaching the ontskirts of the 
fortified place to be demolished the scout 
cruisers will give the signal for the battle 
cruisers to rise orto maintain an elevation 
of more than 10, 000 feet. Then the 
scouts will seek an altitude sufficiént to

National economy will win the’ war} 
the speaker added, and he urged Can- 
adians to practice the most rigid 
economy in order to provide the 
greatest possible aid to Great Britain. 
He expressed -ppreciation of Can- 
ada’s decision to make advances to 
England,-and promised that all such 
loans would be repaid soon after the 
close of the confifct.

Rescuing Chopin’s Heart 

. Before the Russians left Warsaw 
they sent away from. that city its 
mogt precious relic, the. heart of 
Chopin, which had been kept in a 
casket in the Church of the Holy 
Cross there since 1849. It is now in 
a place of safety at Moscow. Shelley's 
heart was also preserved in a cas- 
ket. When the poet was drowned off 
Leghorn in 1825 his body was cre- 
mated by Byron, Leigh Hunt — and 
Trelawney, and his heart rescued 
from the Thames by the last named. 
When K Robert Bruce of Scotland 
died in 1329 his heart, too, was pre- 
served in a casket. It was given to 
his friend, Sir James Douglas, to be 
buried in Jerusalem. On/his way out 
to Palestine Sir James fell, fighting 
against the Moors in Spain, and as 
he fell he threw the precigus relic be- 
fore him in the battlefield, crying out, 
“Now pass onward as thou were wont 
and Douglas will.follow thee or die.”’ 
The heart was found next day by Sir 
Simon Ligh, who brought it back to 
Scotland, where it was buried in the 
monastery of Melrose.—London

The manner. in waich a spy is 
trained tor his “profession” in the 
“special” university extension col- 
leges in Germauy estabiisbed tor that 
purpose is grapuicaliy described in 
tae Matin OL raris. 
. One of the most flourishing of 
these colieges, it is declared, is that 
of Lorrach, in Baden. ‘the recruit- 
ment of pupils is carried on as fol- 
lows: Advertisements skifully in- 
serted in the. lists of situations va- 
cant appear in the newspapers. 

Usuaiy they are worded, to this 
effect: “Highity remuuerative gitua- 
tion offered to a person of trust hav- 
ing a good knowiedge of French, 
English or Russian.” ‘
